wigs and what, he says about 
them.

in the field. 


Although only a few thou- 


sand women who read this 
column might make their way 
to Michael's shop on fashion- 
able 57th Street just off Fifth 
Avenue in New York, he gen- 
erously shares some of his 
secrets on selection and care 
of wigs. 


Michael's theory is that a 


woman who buys a wig should 
wear it every day for 10 days 
to two weeks before 
she 


actually can appreciate what 
she has. Also, the final styling 
should follow this exposure. 


A woman should also pro- 


tect her investment in a good 


wig, he says, by Insisting ott a 
proper fit. 


"Many women," he ex- 
plains, "don't wear their wigs,* 
because they never feel com- 
fortable in them." A wig 
should fit closely to the head 
but not be held to it by tight 
elastic. Too t i g h t elastic 
causes a whacking headache. 
The cap of a good wig, lie ex- 
plains, is truly fitted to each 
woman's head. 


Another error 
to 
avoid 


when buying a wig, Michael * 
says, is not to insist it be cut 
to a short length before wear- 
ing it several times. Unlike 
our own hair, a wig does not 
"grow." If you don't like it 
short, you are stuck with it. 
Start, too, with a conservative 
color close to your own hair. 
A brunette wig may not be 
bleached because this even- 
tually can cause the wig to fall 
apart after several cleanings. V 
But a blond wig can be tinted 
to a darker color. 


Michael also cautions a new 


wig owner not to wash her 
hairpiece in soap and water. 
There are special wig care 
preparations on the market 
and these should be used 
when the wig is not cleaned 
professionally. He urges a .

not to leave 
her 


"head" to be cleaned in a 
beauty salon that doesn't in- 
sist on measuring her real 
head 
for the correct size

Saenger 
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Obscenity 
Definitions 
Vary Some

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nine, 


year ago the Supreme Court 
decided sex isn't necessarily 
obscene. Perhaps it would have 
been just as well if the court 
had stopped there. 


But the justices didn't. They 


went on to try to define obsceni- 
ty. And though they have re- 
fined the definition since, no one 
seems entirely satisfied, least of 
all the justices themselves. 


The reason: The 
definition 


appears to have posed as many 
questions as it answered. The 
result: The court took on a new 
batch of obscenity cases this 
session, 
others 
are 
being 


pressed on it and a new defini- 
tion may be in prospect before 
adjournment. 


This much is clear: unless 


there is a great change of heart 
on the bench certain types of 
literature will remain ouls'de 
the First Amendment guarantee 
of free speech. And both the fod- 
eral and state governments will 
retain the right to censor this 
material and to jail the publish- 
er. 


Thus, in a sense, the United 


States hasn't moved very far 
from 1712 when Massachusetts 
made it criminal 
to publish 


"any filthy, obscene, or profane 
song, pamphlet, libel or mock 
sermon." 


What has changed is that lim- 


its have been placed on the cen- 
sor and the court has tried lo 
narrow down what may legiti- 
mately be considered obscene. 


A sexy tract can't be banned 


unless it has "a tendency to ox- 
cite lustful thoughts." 


The dominant theme of the 


material as. a whole 
—not a 


passage or a page or two -- 
must be taken into considera- 
tion. 


"All 
ideas haying even the 


slightest redeeming social im- 
portance" must be given the 
'•full protection" of free speech. 


And the material must be con- 


sidered obscene by the "aver- 
age person" applying "contem- 
porary standards." 


This, then, is the keystone of 


the Supreme Court's definition 
— and its guideline to lower 
courts, publishers and the na- 
tion. 


But what, exactly, is a "lust- 


ful thought" and how do you 
prove it was excited by the ma- 
terial in question? Who is to 
judge if an idea has "social im- 
portance?" What are the "con- 
temporary standards" and who 
is 
the 
"average 
person" 


equipped to apply them? 


"YYe know of no area of the 


law in which there is more con- 
fusion." the Arkansas Supreme 
Court said last May.

Growing Beatle Market?

LONDON —(NEA)—Following news that 


Americans are planning to own the Beatles, 
•Che word went out to lock up the Crown 
Jewels, to nail down Nelson's Column in Tra- 
falgar Square, and to put a rope around the 
Rock of Gibraltar. 


Clearly, to some Americans, nothing is 


sacred. 


The British began to suspect a transatlan- 


tic plot when shares in Northern Songs, 
which publishes the song hits written by 
Beatles John Lennon and Paul McCartney, 
Suddenly began to rocket. The price rose to 
$2.50 per share, which is double the original 
asking price. 


Now the secret is out. Americans have 


been investing heavily in the Beatles in 
what is quite obviously an attempt to cap- 
ture Britian's greatest export asset. 
"The 


big buying has come from America, admits 
Bruce Solomon, partner of Solomon and 
Company, the stockbrokers who are handling 
Northern Songs. 


What attracts the Beatles' fans is that they 


can buy a stake in John and Paul for only 
$2.50 a share, which is dirt cheap by Amer- 
ican standards. Du Pont stock, for example, 
costs $238 a share, while IBM is priced at 
$497. And computers can't even sing . . . yet. 


The heavy American investment in the 


Beatles, however, has not been appreciated 
here, where the Beatles are regarded as part 
of the national heritage. The British suspect 
that some sort of Yankee horse-trade is in 
the making, vhereby the Beatles would be 
whisked away to spend most of their time 
touring the United States.

Meanwhile, the story of Northern Songs, 


the Beatles' publishing firm, reads like Cin- 
derella, complete with ugly step-sisters and 
Ringo, as Prince Charming, riding a pump- 
kin coach. 


The ugly step-sisters were the financial 


journals which, with one voice, predicted 


.-.'disaster when Northern Songs was first 
s"qtioted on the Stock Exchange "Yeah, Yeah, 


NAY!" was'Hhe way The Investor's Chron- 
icle headlined its story on the new Beatles 
financial venture. 


In another financial newspaper the shares 


were described as a "low-grade, short-life 
gold mine." "How this one got an exception 
to the normal Stock Exchange rules is be- 
yond me," declared the writer of "Investor's 
Dairy." 


Only The Economist rallied to the Beatles' 


defense, putting its finger on the real cause 
of the discontent. "The music written by 
John Lennon and Paul McCartney is prob- 
ably not a hit with those who write financial 
columns," The Economist declared. "This 
may explain their pompous attitude." 


Like Cinderella, the Lennon-McCartney 


saga has had a happy ending, for at the end 
of its first year of operation Northern Songs 
announced a dividend of 32M> per cent. 


Northern So'ngs grew out of a meeting in 


February 1963 between Dick James,' a croon- 
er turned music publisher, and Brian Ep- 
stein, the Beatles' manager. Epstein saw in 
the music publishing venture a chance to 
convert some of the group's heavily taxed 
income into capital. 


Today the company has as its main assets 


91 songs written by the Lennon-McCartney 
team. For every record sold Northern Songs 
gets a gross royalty of about 2Vz cents per 
side, shared equally between the composers 
and the company. 


In addition, there are fees for using Beat- 


les songs on radio, television, films, and, im- 
portant for Northern Songs, the same royal- 
ties for every new release of the songs. 


That this can run into big money is evi- 


dent from the fact that "Yesterday," the 
Lennon-McCartney hit, to take one example, 
has been recorded by different artists under 
26 labels all over the world. 


What of the future? What will happen to 


Northern Songs when the Beatle vogue is 
over? 


Dick James, the firm's general manager, 


says that their loss of popularity as perform- 
ers will have no effect upon John and Paul 
as composers. This "Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein of the future," as he calls them, will 
still be here turning out hits at the ripe old 
age of 30—providing Americans don't steal 
them, of course.

WASHINGTON (AP) - With 


the speed and unanimity ot cri- 
sis, 
Congress voted President 


Johnson its endorsement of "all 
necessary 
measures" to bar 


aggression in South Viet Nam. 
And now, 18 months later, it is 
debating the wisdom of a vastly 
increased U.S. commitment 
there. 


One Democratic senator has 


described t h e current Foreign 
Relations Committee hearings 
on Viet Nam as an appeal be- 
yond President Johnson to t h e 
people. 


"The members of this com- 


mittee are interested in your 
view," Sen. Albert Gore, D- 
Tenn., told retired diplomat 
George F. Kennan, "but are 
also interested 
in projecting 


their own. 


"We are going over the head 


of the President to the Ameri- 
can people and reaching him 
through the people," said Gore. 


Facing 
congressional 
criti- 


cism, most of it from Demo- 
crats, Johnson has declared his 
decisions on Viet Nam, includ- 
ing that to renew bombing of 
the North, are guided by a reso- 
lution Congress adopted Aug. 7, 
1964. 


As for Gore's comment, John- 


son said he thinks members of 
Congress have a duty to submit 
their programs to the people. 


The President, at a Friday 


news conference, said he did not 
see mudv differenc eb e t ween 
what is being done now and the 
courses that have been advo- 
cated before the committee. 
Nobody wants to escalate the 
war, 
he said, and few people 


advocate withdrawal. 


"I think the country over- 


whelmingly supports the posi- 
tion that we've taken and I be- 
lieve that members of the House 
and Senate do likewise, John- 
son said. 


Members of the House and 


Senate were certainly 
over- 


whelming is their support of the 
1964 resolution on Viet Nam. 


The measure swept to near 


unanimous passage only two 
days after the White House sent 
it to Capitol Hill. It followed 
U.S. 
air raids on North Viet- 


namese naval bases, raids in 
retaliation for Communist tor- 
pedo boat attacks on American 
warships. 


That was long before the start 


of sustained U,S. ah- attacks on 
targets in the Communist North. 
The massive buildup of U.S. 
combat troops was 10 months 
ahead.
